The harbour presented an cthercal 

icture, Iuminated ferries traced a 

rilliant course down the Jane be- 
tween the giant aircraft carrier, 
HLM.S, Eagle, and H.M. destroyers, 
The Naval ‘Dockyard, the floodlit 
Hongkong and Shanghal Bank Build- 
ing, the P. and O. Building, the Rall- 
way Station, Peninsula Notel and the 
European Y.M.C.A. stood out. from 
the blaze of the waterfront. Higher 
up, distinctive outlines‘ of private 
residences showed clearly on‘the Peak 
which itself looked ‘down on’ the 
gossamer-like lines into which Kow- 
loon was transformed,

William Bligh, famous as the com- 
mander of the Bounty at tho time of 
the mutiny. was by no means 50 
binck as he has been painted in 
books and films.
